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had now largely disa])|)eared. Both at this time and at the earlier 
visit on June 4 no examples of the Peridermiinn were found more than 
3 dm. above the ground, and the infection was mostly on very small 

trees, or on small branches near the ground. 

The three previous collections of this Pendermmm were also on small 

branches. Two of them Avere made by Mr. J. B. Ellis at Newficld, 
\ J one in 1882 on Plnus virriinirnia ]\Iill., distributed in his N. 
Am. Fungi no. 1021, and the other in 1890 on P, rujulo ^lill. The 
third collection has little import, as it was made in the Missouri Botani¬ 
cal Garden, and if it really belongs to this species, was doubtle.ss 
brought to the Garden on plants obtained in the ea.stern states. I he 
rust on Compiotiia is common in the region about Xewfield, X. J. 

Of the common forms of Aeeidinm and Roestclia many have been 
definitelv a.ssociated with their corresponding telial forms. But of 
the twentA'-seven knoAvn species ot Peridermlum in Xoiih America, 
Avhich number doubtle.ss represents not more than halt the full number 
that exi.sts, onlv three have vet l)een connected bv cultures Avith their 
telicil forms, licnce one element ot interest in the observations ot Dr. 
Thom. The publication of this note is intended to supply the clue to 
anv one who mav l^e fortimatelv situated, and inclined to undertake 
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cultures of this rust, Avhich can be.st be ma<le during the month of May.

IdetcEer 
has called our attention to the fact that this Avas probaldy a clerical 
error and that the station Avhere the plants AAcre found Avas in reality 
Westlord, AA^hch is in ]Middlese,\ County, and not Westfield as stated. 
Reference to Dame Collins s Flora of ^Iiddle.se.x County, Massa¬ 
chusetts, shows that Mi.ss Fletcher is ciuite right and that in fact th(‘ 
station AA'as W’estford and not Westfield as quoted through some over¬
